OTTAWA, Sept. 23 — (CUP) — Little hope is held at 
present for the return of film taken from six members of 
this summer's student tour of the Soviet Union sponsored 
by the National Federation of Canadian University 
Students.

Only six of the 26 tour parti- 
cipants, including the tour lea- 
der John Greer Nicholson, had 
films confiscated, which con- 
tained pictures taken prior to 
entering the Soviet Union. Mr.

of Montréal. The confiscation 
took place at Brest on the Rus- 
sian-Polish Border June 30. 

The Soviet embassy in Ottawa 
is unable to promise tho return 
of the film.

nof, second secretary of the em- 
bassy, said today, "I do not know 
if the film will be returned. It 
is up to the local authority 
there**. 

"WRONG BEHAVIOR"? 

Mr. Sciivanof added that the 
six, "must have committed some 
wrong. I am jrcry sorry that our 
authorities had to do something 
against the group because of 
wrong behavior, but this will 
not prevent Canadian students 
from making another tour." 

The five other members of 
the tour were: Burke Doran, 
University of Toronto; Marshall 
Harrison, graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta; Roland La- 
montagne, past president of La- 
val University; Richard Lavoie, 
Quebec City; and Donajd Wil- 
son, graduate of Western Uni- 
versity. 

NFCUS has been attempting 
to regain the film for the last 
two months. Th« president of 
the federation, .Mortimer Bis- 
trisky, said that Mr. Sellvanof, 
"had assured participants that 
there' would be no film restric- 
tions. We have tried repeatedly 
to obtain information on this 
matter. To date we have been 
unable to receive any positive 
word on whether or not the 
film would be returned." 
REMAINED SILENT 

"Until now we remained silent 
on this ' matter as we believed 



that this would enhance the reco- 
vering of the films. With the re- 
turn of the participants to Cana- 
da this is no longer possible." 

No explanation was offered by 
the customs officials at the bor- 
der, and no receipt was given 
for the films. The six were told 
that the films would be made 
available through the Soviet 
embassy in Ottawa. . 

It is presumed by tour parti- 
cipants and NFCUS, that the 
Soviet government was displea- 
sed by the actions of some of the 
students. During the trip some 
tour members entered forbidden 
areas in Moscow, as well as lea- 
ving the city to visit a communal 
farm, visas supplied by the Soo- 
viet Union were good only for 
the Cities of Leningrad. Mos- 
cow and Kiev. No explanation 
was offered for the confiscation 
of- Mr. Nicholson's film.

Preparations Start for

As in former years, the costu- 
me department will be headed 
by Althea Douglas, scenery by 
Neil Madden, and lighting by 
Creighton Douglas. 



THREE STUDENTS DROWNED 

Three McGill students were drowned this summer 
in two separate accidents. 

Trevor Cooper, 23, a medical student, drowned while 
swimming in Lake Ramsey near Sudbury in July. 

In the same month* Peter L. Redpath.and Yvon 
Aubin, both 18, were reported missing nnd presumed 
drowned when their overturned canoe was spotted on 
the shore of the Koksoak River in northern Quebec. 
The two geology students were employed bv the pro- 
vincial Department of Mines. 



Players' Club 
Seeks Staff 
For Season 



Yesterday evening Principal F. 
Cyril James gave the second in a 
series of lectures on the history 
of McGill, "The Rebirth of the 
University". 

Dr. James recalled that in 1824 
the first three students were en- 
rolled in the University which 
was situated on the spacious 
Burnside estate. The estate then 
extended as far as the present- 
day Queen Elizabeth Hotel. 

The estate and a ten thousand 
pound legacy, equivalent to about 
a million dollars today, were left 
by James McGill to establish an 
institute of learning. However, he 
stipulated that unless such a pro- 
ject had been started within ten 
years of his death, the money and 
property were to go to M. de Ri- 
viere, McGiU's stepson. 

Nothing was done on the mat- 
ter until the trustees obtained a 
charter for "The Royal Institute 
for the Advancement of Learn- 
ing". At the time three profes- 
sors were appointed, with no 
teaching duties. Thus, on paper, 
if not in fact, the University had 
been established. 

In 1829, at an opening ceremony, 
John Bethune was namel Princi- 
pal. He was soon fired because 
he had not been appointed by tho 
Royal family in England, as requir- 
ed in the original charter. Under 
the ensuing iniapable supervision 
of a lawyer named Meredith, 
a provisional principal, University 
progress came to a standstill. 

Student enrollment dwindled and 
the institution was neglected. The 
Medicine Building, the Arts Buil- 
ding and Dawson Hall fell into 
ruin. 

DAWSON REVIVES UNIVERSITY 

The Principal then related how 
■»* ntn i • William Dawson, a reknowned 
on McGill his- scientist born in Nova Scotia, work- 
ed to save the University -after 
his appointment In 1855. Dawson, 
described as "the second creator 
of this University", established 
the faculties of Engineering and 
Agriculture and lectured in both. 

Dawson's friend, Peter Redpath. 
donated money to , build the mu- 
seum and library; the Molson fa- 
mily built the west wins of the 
Arts Building; William MacDonald 
gave twelve million dollars to the 
growing community. 

Since Dawson's time the Univer- 
sity has continued to grow from 
two thousand students to almost 
ten thousand at present. 

Dr James third lecture, schedul- 
ed for Friday, has been cancelled 
by the Principal due to an eye 
ailment.

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The Freshman "Con" Program 

It has long been customary lor campus organizations 
to have booths at Freshman Registration? The general 
idea is to advertise the advantages of belonging to the 
various clubs, answer questions, and solicit members. 
This is a good thing. But once in a while, however, a 
campus club will abuse its privileges. 

A case in point was this year's Freshman Registration. 
We were present all day and took great interest in the j 
activities of a certain organization, which for anonymity's 
sake we shall call the Mythology Club. Two obviously 
expert salesmen placed themselves in the aisle just in . 
front of the Mythology Club's booth. Every freshman 
passing was' accosted and handed a line which we cannot 
hope to imitate. Roughly, it went something like this : 

"Are you registered in Mythology 110". (An advanced 
course, open to students of greater than average talent in 
Mythology). 

If the answer was yes, the salesman continued. "The 
verv fact that you are registered in Mythology 110 rather 
than Mythology 100 indicates an interest in Mythology. 
The Mythology Club is designed especially for students' 
whose particular interest is Mythology. Various lectures 
are given throughout the year by full Professor of 
Mythology and visiting mycologists expert in their field. 
This club is an obvious natural for your, extra-curricular 
activities." 

Or; for students registered in the lowly Mythology 
100 (elementary) the spiel was somewhat different : "Do 
you do well in Mythology ... No ? . . Well that's too bad. 
But- the Mythology Club is just suited to your needs. 
During the year various Professors lecture in Mythology 
at a . level which will aid your Mythology mark.. This club 
is an obvious natural for you". 

; We noticed that almost nine out of ten students 
accosted by the club's two salesmen joined the organiza- 
tion. A membership fee of 25 cents was collected from all 
joining members. 

The pointjwe wish'to make is this. We are familiar 
with the Mythology Clubi = Its only value is to Btudents 
keenly interested in advanced Mythology. Yet the club 
openly seduces any .gullible freshman into joining and 
paying the 25 cent membership fee. ' 

The motivé is obvious. After one or two meetings 
only those students really interested in advanced Mytho- 
logy will continue to attend. The balance will just stop 
coming, but the 25 cent fee will remain in the club coffers. 

This is perhaps one of the most underhanded methods 
a campus club can use to raise money. We suggest ft be 
stopped immediately. A good first step in this direction 
.would be for the S.E.C. to ban payment of membership 
fees at Freshman registration. The ; clubs would be 
permitted to solicit members, taking names and phone 
numbers, collecting the fees only after the first few 
meetings. In this way the freshman would be able to 
decide for themselves whether or not they wished to join 
the club and pay the membership fee. 

Hurting Your Own Pocket 

Yesterday we printed an article describing;. t»ie 
numerous improvements made to the' Union during t'e 
mimmer months. Many students will by now have seen 
for themselves just what has been done. Generally speak- 
ing, the overall effect is to banish a certain amount of 
*'dumpishness" previously associated with the building. 

■ It costs the Students' Society a considerable sum of 
money to run the Union. Add to this the expenses incurred 
by the annual summer maintenance programme and it will 
be found that each McGill student has no small financial 
interest in thfe building. Nevertheless, between now and 
next spring the combined «fforts of some six thousand 
Btudents will again reduce the Union to something only 
one step up from a hovel. Window's .will be broken, paipt- 
Jng damaged, and litter and debris scattered faster -than 
the janitorial staff can clean it up. . 

Students might well consider; that in maltreating the 
union it is only themselves they are hurting — and their 
pocket books. <

mer on parliament hill. Jet figh- 
ters, trade with Britain, foreign 
policy, alleged political influence 
In cost settlements for govern- 
ment expropriated land, the cabi- 
net's refusal to accept cx-CCFer 
and now CLC vice-president Stan- ; 
ley Knowles' appointment to a 
non-paying government ■ post,' 
Newfoundland grants, fiscal po- 
licy.... and oh yes, the CBC. In 
fact, some 75 per cent of the 
M.P.'s time, both Inside and out 
of parliament, was spent hurling 
charges and counter-charges, in- 
sults and more insults, all suppo- 
sedly over the CBC. 

The CBC, ts avaryons knows, Is 
• govimment owntd corporation 
whost full nam* Is the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation. Evar 
sinca It was founded it has been 
running fairly smoothly, up to 
this ytar that it. 

Then some bright government 
member seized upon the idea of 
reactivating a long dead commit- - 
tee called appropiately enough 
"The House of Commons Com- 
mittee on Broadcasting". That 
seemed to do it. In the meetings 
that ensued the xommittec mem- 
bers the supposedly unknown fact 
that the CBC lost money on. com- 
mercial television programmes. 
All hell broke loose. Irate Com- 
mons members, mostly Conser- 
vatives, strangely enough, "yell- 
ed "Wo Wuz Robbad" in like or 
very similar terms. Then to top it 
off several key CBC programming 
personnel resigned due to alleged 
political Interference causing 
the cancellation of a political 
opinion programme. Conservative 
bigwigs as high as Diefenbaker 
were named as the conspirators 
while Revenue Minister Nowlan, 
who reports to Parliament for the 
CBC denied any political interfe- 
rence whatsoever. Net result : 
Preview Commentary is back on 
the air. The Committee report : 
No influence. 

Now that all the smoke has died 
down it is a good idea to examine 
the entire "affaire CBC". 

As regards to T.V. program- 
mes, sponsored or not, the fact 
that deficits are incurred is no- 
thing new. CBC-TV has been run., 
ning in the red ever since its in. 
ceptlon and taxpayers should not 
expect any change. Canadian TV 
costs, while appearing rather ex- 
orbitant,- when examined alone,' 
are actually moderate as com- 
pared to similar U.S. ones. With 
a population of ten times Cana- 
da's our Southern neighbours 
can expect to run TV program- 
mes at a profit. But Canadian ai- 
vertlsars |ust wouldn't gat thalr 
money's worth If they absorbed 
tha entire axponset. Rather than 
produce low grade programmas 
— and heaven knows almost 
ovary TV viewer doesn't want 
thorn any lower grade than 1 at 
present — the CBC must pay tha 
difference. It's as simple at that. 

The case of alleged political in- 
terference In CBC programming 
1s . undoubtedly more serious. 
While rather inept investigations 
■ by the Broadcasting Committee 
supposedly "cleared" the govern- 
ment of any such charges {he old 
adage "where there's .smoke, 
there's fire" seems to apply. Ra- 
ther guiltily, the programme 
whose cancellation started tht 
whole jness was returned to the 
air. From a common sense point 
of view, the allegation' was nei- 
ther proved nor disproved. A 
lengthier, more thorough investi- 



gation should have been made. 
Instead of quiet, serious investi- 
gations- behind doors the Conser- ' 
vative majority treated the pu- 
blic with .a rough .and tumble 
puppet show, leaving no doubt as 
to who was really pulling the 
string's off stage. 

We respectfully suggest that 
the Broadcast Committee be 
either disbanded or put to pro- 
per use. After all, the CBC pro- 
vides puppet shows every after- 
noon for the children.

Drama Review 

'The Iron Harp' at MRT

I hnve seen the phrase "an unforgettable experience" 
applied by drama critics to everything from a Church 
Basement Minstrel Show to the Old Vic's production of 
"Hamlet" starring John Gielgud. The point is 'it has 
become 'by now an overused cliché and 1 doubt whether 
renders take it seriously any more. 

.In. brief Mr. O'Connor's work 
is the story of two friends : the 
one Michael O'Riordon, one-time 
Irish Republican Army leader in 
the wars against the infamous 
British* Black and Tans, now a 
blinded veteran; the other. Cap- 
tain John Tregarthen, a captured 
British officer under O'Riordon's 
guard and protection. The drama 
hinges upon O'Riordon's attempts 
to Save his friend's life by help- 
ing' him escape after they learn 
that the IRA leaders have decided 
to have him executed in reprisal 
for the murders of three Irish 
POW'S by the Tans. 



Bearing this in mind I can say, 
that Leo Ciceri's performance iff 
the Montreal Repertory Theatre's 
initial offering of the 50-60 sea- 
son is truly an unforgettable one. 
H is well worth toe price of 
admission and more just to see 
this talented and gifted young 
Canadian perform. He makes of 
"The Iron Harp" as exciting an 
evening of theatre as has ever 
hcen presented at Closse Street 
Playhouse. 

In the process of doing this, 
however, Mr. Ciceri. mikes most 
of the other performers in the 
show look somewhat inferior, to 
say the least. -The only actor 
who managed to hold his own 
with Ciceri was Henry Ramer. 
Mr. Ramer, a veteran of many 
yearj in Canadian theatre, has 
played with most of this country's 
top professionals, an advantage 
which most of the other players 
in the "The Iron Harp" unfor 
Innately lacked. Both these actors 
have polished their art to a very 
high degree and well deserve 
plaudits for their fine perfor- 
mances. 



It la a highly exciting drama 
climaxed in the last act by a 
stirring and very moving plea 
on the part of O'Riordon, played 
by Ciceri, directed towards Sean 
Kelly, an IRA leader bound by 
oath to carry out the execution, 
portrayed by Ramer. So well- 
played was this scene on opening 
night that it brought cries of 
"Bravo!" from the. audience as 
the curtain descended and both

Toronto's Varsity Stadium will be the sight of the first 
All-Canada Inter-collegiate Championship Football Game 
to be held on November 14. This will mark the first time 
a National Collegiate Football Champion will be declared 
in Canada. 



The best of three Western and 
four Eastern Colleges will clash for 
the Churcliill Trophy. This trophv, 
bearing the name of England's 
82-year old statesman, Sir Winston 
Churchill, was formerly vied for 
on an exhibition basis between the 
University of British Columbia in 
the West end McGill on Western 
University from the East. Now, 
the five-year old trophy will take 
on a new significance with much 
greater importance. 

SPACIOUS LAYOUT

Still, the Varsity oval remains the 
third largest stadium in the coun- 
try, topped only by Vancouver s 
Empire Stadium and Toronto's 
Canadian National Exhibition Sta- 
dium where the Argos are once 
again experiencing a losing season. 
Varsity Stadium seats 27,277 fans. 

The Universities of British Co- 
lumbia, Saskatchewan, and Alberta 
will fight to represent the West on 
November 14. It is hoped that the 
University of Manitoba will be 
ready to compete on a par with 
these three colleges next year to 
round out an evenly balanced 
Western League. McGill, Queen's, 
Toronto, and Western will com- 
pete- for the Yates Trophy in the 
East as In past years, the winner 
to he the East's representative in 
the big game.
